Only Took Jurors an Hour to 


Reach Verdict When Taking

KANSAS'CITY, Feb. 9.— 


"Colonel Swope came to his 
death by reason of strychnine 
administered in a capsule by 
Dr. B. C. Hyde, but whether by 
felonious intent or not we, the 
jury, are unable to say." 


This verdict was rendered at 


1 o'clock this afternoon by the 
coroner's jury at Independence, 
after being out one hour. 


It lacked Just a few minutes of being 
an hour after the end of the Inquest 
when it was announced that the jury was 
ready to report. 


After the six jurors had taken their 
seats Coroner Zewart asked: 


"Gentlemen, have you ai rived at a ver- 
dict?" 


'"We have," replied Samuel H. Wodson, 
the foreman, who then read the docu- 
ment 


"We here, the Jury, assembled to 
Inquire by what means Thos. 
H. 


Swope came to his death, find from 
the evidence laid before us and from 
our knowledge, that said deceased 
came to his death by strychnine pois- 
oning, and we believe said strych- 
nine poison waa administered In a 
capsule at 8:30 a. m., of the day he 
died, by the direction of Dr. B. C. 
Hyde, whether with felonious Intent, 
we, the Jury, are unabla to dnclde." 


DR. HYDE PRESENT. 
The reading of the verdict caused Dr. 
Hyde Involuntarily to start forward In 
his chair. 


Turning to John M. Cleary, one of his 


attorneys, Dr. Hyde asked: "What does 
that mean?" 


Mr. Cleary explained that the Jury was 
unable to determine from the evidence 
presented whether there was any intent 
to kill or not. 


Dr. Hyde nodded. 
"I see," he said.

AS TO FIRE DISTRICTS. 


First, with reference to the Fruitvale 


Flre District, and the Melrose Fire Dis- 
trict. 
In each of these districts money 


has been raised by a tax levied by the 
Board of Supervisors after the holding 
of an election determining that a tax 
should be raised for the purpose of es- 
tablishing and maintaining the districts. 


The law authorizing the raising 
of 


such money requires that when It Is 
lected. It shall be paid Into the County 
Treasury for the use of the district In 
which the tax was authorized, and in 
another section of the act (Political Code, 
page 1457) it is provided that all moneys 
arising from the tax herein authorized 
to be levied and collected shall bo kept by 
the Treasurer of the county In which 
said town or village is situated, subject 
only to the order of said Board of Flre 
Commissioners of said town or village au- 
thorizing said tax. 
Section 14 of said 


act provides that all accounts, bills and

There la no seaOon of the law authoriz- 


ing the establishment of flre districts 
which provides for the dissolution of the

of a municipal corporation. 


QUESTION OF DISSOLUTION. 


Norle- 
The Bupreme Court of this State, In 


the case of Cuff vs. Oakland, reported 
in 123 Cal., at page 598 discussing the 
status of a sanitary district when the 
territory of that district has been In- 
cluded within a municipality, has said 
that a sanitary district is a municipal 
corporation and that all of Its duties and 
privileges are such as are Incident to 
municipal corporations formed under the 
municipal government act, 
or existing 


under freeholders' charters, though not 
possessing many of the Important powers, 
duties and privileges of the latter, and 
that the same powers could not, after 
annexation, be exercised by each in the 
same territory, and that the annexation 
of a sanitary district by such mualclpal 
corporation resulted In a. cession of the 
powers of the inferior corporation (sani- 
tary district) to the greater and a con- 
sequent dissolution of tho sanitary dis- 
trict, as a result of the annexation. 


This decision was rendered In 1899 and 


In the absence of any law governing the 
dissolution of the flre district, which is 
different 
from 
the 
provisions of law 
governing the dissolution of sanitary dis- 
tricts, this decision would apply with 
equal force to a fire district as to a sani- 
tary district. ' The Legislature, however, 
in 1909, by an act approved March 20, 
1909 
(Statutes 1909, page 576), provided a 
method for the dissolution of flre dis- 
tricts.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—The National 


Geographic Society, which resolved at a

to send an 


American expedition In search of 
the 


South Pole, confldenly expects 
ample 


financial assistance from outside sources' 
to warrant the exploration. 


It is the plan of the society that the 


expedition be headed by Captain Bart- 
lett, who commanded the Roosevelt in 
Commander Peary's successful quest of 
the North Pole and that the other mem- 
bers of the Peary expedition, except for 
Commander Peary, undertake the search 
for the undiscovered Antarctic "bottom 
of the earth."

The Inquiry was directed to Senator 
Warren, chairman of the military com- 
mittee, who, In reply said that the com- 
mittee was disposed to consult the pub- 
lic expenditures committee In regard to 
the wisdom of the expenditures at this 
time of the amount necessary to "meet 
the increased demand whlcl; the passage 
of the bill would Involve. 


Not Mr. Smith alone, but

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Halley's Comet and the Earth. 


No comet of any consequence which approached the earth in 


the course of its transit along its orbit around the sun ever appeared 
in the heavens hut what it pave rise to superstitious fears and 
alarmed the timorous. The prophets of evil who have flourished in 
all ages have utilized these periodic visits of comets to forecast dis- 
aster to humankind. Their sole aim has been to gain temporary' 
notoriety. Of course, after the celestial phenomenon has passed 
away into the immeasurable realms of space, without anything seri- 
ous happening to the earth or the course of human events, the char- 
latans are conveniently forgotten, if not forgiven, by those whose 
fears they excited, and they pass into that obscurity whence they 
temporarily emerged. 


Any well poised individual mentally can easily account for the 


charlatan's forebodings of evil. 
But it passes all human under- 


standing that men who are professional astronomers and chemists 
should predict calamity as the result of a periodical celestial phe- 
nomenon traceable to a time before the beginning of the Christian 
era, for the history of the rotation of Halley's comet goes as far 
back as that. On May 19 this vagrant of the sky will be in a posi- 
tion between the earth and the sun when its tail will sweep over 
the former and envelop its atmosphere. Camillc Flammarion, the 
distinguished French astronomer, is reported to have predicted the 
direst disaster to the earth and its inhabitants as the result, ignor- 
ing the /act that the earth during the time of a generation now liv- 
ing, to which he belorfgs, has gone through the same experience 
without an}- evil effect. 


The astronomers of the Yerkes Observatory of the University 


of Chicago have announced that the tail of Halley's comet shows 
in the spectroscope the presence of a large volume of cyanogen gas, 
and, on the strength of this discovery Professor Edward Booth of 
the chemistry department of the University of California is now 
credited with the sensational announcement that the mixture of the 
cyanogen gas of the comet's tail with the hydrogen of the earth's 
atmosphere will produce hydro-cyanic acid, popularly known as 
prussic acid, the most deadly poison known to man and immediately 
snuff out .life of all kinds on this planet should it penetrate the 
earth's atmosphere. 


The suggestion is sensational and to the timid will doubtless 


be alarming. 
But it is the height of folly on the part of any uni- 


versity professor to give currency to such a foolish theory, because 
he must know that there is absolutely nothing to it. 


Nobody knows better than Booth does that a shower of prussic 


acid on the earth's surface from the passage of the earth through the 
tenuous tail of the Halley comet is a physical impossibility, for the 
earth's atmosphere is in itself a perfect shield for its own protection, 
as its density will be a positive preventive to the admission into it 
of the gaseous elements contained in the comet's tail however deadly 
they may be. Assuming that the earth will pass through the comet's 
tail, it is safe to say that no harm will happen to this terrestrial 
sphere or its inhabitants as the result of the experience, for, both will 
continue to pursue the even tenor of their way through space after 
it is all over. If anything suffers through the contact it will be the 
comet's tail, which may leave some of its impalpable dust in the 
earth's atmosphere as the comet of 1881 did when the earth passed 
through its tail. 


British Liberal Program. 


Whether the first act of the British premier will be to intro- 


duce a resolution in the new parliament declaring- that the veto 
power of the House of Lords should not be exercised in the case 
Df any financial measure, or a bill remodeling the membership of the 
House by abolishing the hereditary right to a seat and providing 
for life tenure through appointment by the crown or election and 
placing definite restrictions on its powers, or whether the budget 
Arill be re-introduced and after passage sent up to the Lords again, 
is at present a matter of speculation. The London agent of the As- 
sociated Press is inclined to the belief that the reforming of the 
House of Lords will be the first governmental question raised, on 
*.he presumption that it will be the easiest to dispose of. 


The latter is doubtful. The referendum to the electorate was 


Invoked on the budget. The Lords refused to either approve or 
reject it without first getting an expression of public opinion. When 
the referendum was made, the real issue was the budget and the 
reform of the House of Lords. 
The Conservative-Unionists did 


their best during the campaign to befog the real issue by raising 
the question of tariff reform. If the elections had gone their way 
and they had been restored to power, all of the policies of the Lib- 
eral government would have been sidetracked. The revision of the 
income tax by an upward graduation; the taxation of the unearned 
increment of urban land, old age pensions, the curtailment of the 
powers and privileges of the peers and all other measures affecting 
the wealthy and untaxed landed aristocracy would have been 
ignored, and the burdens of those now bearing the brunt of taxation 
would have been increased by the imposition of taxes on imported 
breadstuff's and other necessaries of life. The poor would have been 
ground finer between the upper and nether millstones and the ultra- 
rich and opulent landowners would have escaped contributing an 
equitable share toward the support of the government and the na- 
tional defense. 


Having, therefore, invoked the referendum on the budget, the 


results of the election must be accepted as an approval of it and the 
principles of revenue-raising which it represents. It is reasonable, 
therefore, to assume that the first act of the ministry will be to sub- 
mit the budget as it passed the House of Commons before. If the 
Nationalists refrain from voting on it, as they did before, the gov- 
ernment will have no trouble in passing it, for the united vote of the 
Liberals and the Laborites constitutes a good majority for the pur- 
pose. Besides, it is understood that some of the opposition members 
will vote for it. If an understanding has been reached between As- 
quith and Redmond that the Nationalists' support shall be given to 
it in consideration of the item on whisky being omitted in the next 
budget, the measure will carry by as large a majority as it did be- 
fore. The Nationalists will certainly not vote with the Conserva- 
tive-Unionists against it, for that party has been their open foe on 
every proposition affecting the welfare of Ireland, while Redmond 
has himself borne testimony that the Asquith-Lloyd-George govern- 
ment has been the most generous to Ireland in the history of Lib- 
eralism. 


Thus, after the budget is disposed of the next step will be to 


discipline the Lords and on that point the government will have the 
support of Nationalists, Laborites and a large number of Conserva- 
tive-Unionists who have openly expressed the necessity for reform- 
ing the Upper Mouse.

English Laws of Inheritance. 


If the inheritance laws of Great Britain qualified a natural son 


to inherit an entailed estate and the title accompanying it the 
chances are that dual families among the blue bloods would not be 
as numerous as they are. Moreover, these inheritance laws work a 
great injustice in many instances as has just been demonstrated in 
the contest, for the title and estate of the late Lord Lionel Sackville- 
West, the British Ambassador at Washington, who made himself 
persona non grata through imprudently meddling in the national 
politics of the United States as the author of the so-called "Murchi- 
son" letter. During the residence of the deceased peer in Spain he 
raised a family of four children—a son and three daughters—the 
mother being a Spanish dancer. He acknowledged the paternity of 
the children, but denied marrying the mother, possibly to save her 
from the charge of bigamy, as when her relations with him began 
she was the wife of another from whom no evidence has ever been 
adduced that she was divorced. Indeed, his daughters accompanied 
him to Washington and during his residence there they were admit- 
ted to the inner circles of Washington society. 


Under the laws of consanguinity, inheritance and entail, the 


/title and estates passed to a nephew on the death of Lord Lionel, 
the illegitimacy of the son, Ernest Henry Sackville-West, shutting 
him out of the inheritance. The latter has twice tried to establish 
his right to inherit both title and estate. Under American law where 
the putative lather had acknowledged his offspring, and leaving at 
the time of death no legitimate issue, the right of the offspring born 
out of wedlock to inherit is sustained. We have had rases of that 
kind adjudicated in this State. But the bar sinister in England 
operates the other way and the acknowledged son of Lord Lionel 
has for the second time had his claim "thrown out of court. 


The inconsistency of the British laws is manifest when it is 


considered that some of the oldest titled families and entailed es- 
tates in England were founded by the illegitimate offspring of 
Charles II by royal decree.

sense of the word be a school for suck 
children or those 
afflicted 
with 
open 


tuberculosis. 
Such children, he declared, 


should not be In school with other but In 
one by themselves. The open air school 
should be for the weak ones, who lose 
ground In the ordinary school room. 


PLAN ENDORSED. 


The suggestion made by Dr Foster re- 


garding the open air school buildings was 
endorsed 
In a communication by the 


Alameda County Society for the Study 
and Prevention 
of Tuberculosis. 
The 


communication 
was 
written 
by Dr. 


Florence 
Sylvester 
chairman of 
the 


tuberculosis committee. 
She stated that 


the society wished to co-operate with 
the Board of Education and said that 
until better arrangements could be made, 
a portable house in East Oakland and 
one In West Oakland should be erected, 
such as are now In use as an annex to 
various schools 
They could be arranged 


for an open air school by .taking out 
part of the side walls 
and 
replacing 


them by long windows which can be 
opened or closed at will, letting into the 
room sun and air In large quantities. The 
children should be protected from the 
cold by warm wraps, soapstones anil 
warm food and broth as is done In other 
cities.

children will, It is thought, be a benefit 
taken as well as to themselves and 
will help relipve the present congestion 
in the schools 


EIGHT CLASS ROOMS. 


The plan allows for eight class rooms, 


24x20 feet, the whole building occupy- 
ing a space of about 140x58 feet, giving 
a large space for plajgrounds on the 
supposition that the lot will be 160x200 
feet. The wall of each room would con- 
sist on three sides of long windows, from 
the top to within about three feet from 
the floor.

Capwell, are preparing to offer a. spir- 
ited resistance to the new measure, 
and, according to their claims, this re- 
sistance Is seconded by the banks and 
merchants In other cities. 


HARDSHIP ON MERCHANTS. 
"The tax not only works a hard- 


ship on the merchants," said Capwell, 
this morning:, "but is unfair in that It 
only affects 
incorporated 
concerns, 


thus giving about one-half of the mer- 
chants in this city an advantage over 
the others. 


"Besides this Advantage finan- 


cially, it affords the 
merchants 


moons of knowing the amount of 
hnilnexs clone by their competi- 
tors, and thus pries Into ihe pri- 
vate affairs of merchants 
and 


concerns who have already paid 
the state a license to carry on 
their business without interfer- 
ence. 


VIOLATES STATE'S RIGHTS. 


"In this connection I may say that 


the law violates States rights, as the 
corporations taxed by the new mea- 
Pure are those -who have paid 
the 


regular Incorporation, tax to the State, 
and are paying the license. 


"The payment of this license is sup- 


posed to render a concern immune 
from interference, hut under the new 
law it only makes It possible for the 
Federal tax to be Imposed. 
It simply 


means that If the payment of the tax 
Is Insisted on that there will be a large 
number 
of dislncorporatlons next 
year 


"The iM»vr tar docs not affect 


co-copartnerships, but only con- 
cerns Incorporated under a State 
taw. Ahont one-half of the Ook- 
Innd stores are not operated by 
Incorporated 
companies, 
and 


these will not be taxed, leaving 
the burden on the others. The 
law, 
in onr opinion, Is foolish and 


unjust, although designed with 
the right Idea. 


TO REACH TRUSTS. 


"The tax was designed to reach the 


biR interstate monopolies, or trtrts, 
and In this connection the tax Is a 
3rood one 
But when it attacks every 


little company that Is Incorporated, It 
is time to call a halt. 
"We arc not trying to dodge 
taxes, and personally I am In fa- 
vor of an Income tax, but I pro- 
test, as does every merchant In 
the city, against paying this tax 
which wo all feel to be unjust." 
The matter Tvas taken up yesterday 


afternoon at the meeting of the direct- 
ors of the Chamber of Commerce. Dr 
George C Pardeo also spoke on the 
subject, after which the matter was 
referred to the Chamber's legislation 
committee.

At a recent meeting of the Merch- 
ants' 
Exchange Secretary 
Walker 
was appointed a committee of one to 
investigate the conditions existing in 
^e local theaters and to determine 
Whether or not the show houses were 
living up to the fire protection pro- 
\lslon adopted some time ago by the 
Board of Public Works of the city 


In his report on this matter pre- 


sented to the excharjge directors at a 
meeting last evening Secretary Walker 
presented a statement to the 
effect 


that the theaters were IK Ing up to the 
ordinance except in a few minor in- 
stances, which were of little Import- 
ance, and which were being remedied 
by the fire warden at once when they 
are discovered 


IX 
PLACES. 


Besides five playhouses of some size 
there are a dozen or more nickel mov- 
ing picture places In Oakland, and the 
number has been swelled by the an- 
nexation of the district on the 
east 
through Frultvale, Melrose and Elm- 
hurst 
That there are few violations 


Of this necessary ordinance for 
the 
protection of the lives of the patrons 
of the places of amusement Is consid- 
ered good work, not only on the par 
of the fire warden and the police de 
partment, but also through the 
ef- 
forts of the owners of these places 
IWho seem to tie deeply concerned with 
obeying the provision In making their 
Bhottr houses as safe as possible 
In a number of Instances the show 
places are located in old buildings 
hardly adaptable to the theater busi- 
ness, but the owners of these 
have 
gone to considerable expense In 
re- 
modeling the structures that they may 
comply in all respects with the ordi- 
nance.

Finds Theaters Obey the Law 


To the Directors Merchants' Exchange—Gentlemen: I submit re- 


port on mutter of condition of local theaters as follows: 


In accordance wtth my request the various theaters hare been In- 


spected by the proper officials. 


An ordinance regarding theaters whore moving pictures are displayed 


was adopted In September, 1909. 
I am Informed by the Fire Warden 


and Chief of Police that the local theaters are complying with the pro- 
visions of that ordinance except in a few Instances of minor importance, 
and these are being remedied. There Is a disposition on the part of the 
management In some cases to allow persons to stand in the aisles, and 
even to place stools In the aisles. 


This it is very difficult to prove nt even with constant inspection, aad 


any parties knowing of such violations of the ordinance are requested to 
notify Fire Warden Ball, giving date and name of theater, and It will be 
attended to. 


In the matter of exits and fire protection the proper officials state 


that they are Crying to famish all the security possible to the public and 
that obstruction to aisles and exit* I* being prevented in every possible 
way. 


It seems to be the opinion of the proper city officials that the Oak- 


land places of amusement are as secure a* they can be made under the 
present regulations. 
^ 


The ordinance regulating the building of public halls and places of 


amusement is not retroactive and only controls buildings built subse- 
quent to Its passage. 


Some of the public halls might have been improved If Its provisions 


had been followed in their construction, but at present the city has no 
power to change them. 


From the report of the proper city officials I am of the opinion 


that they are using their best efforts for the security of the public.
